The suit will be brought under the 
first section of the law; which pro­ 
vides that the attorney general may 
bring action either on his own in­ 
formation or upon complaint of a 
private individual against any per­ 
son who “usurps;*’ intrudes into or 
unlawfully holds or exercises any 
public office or any franchise in this 
state, or in any corporation created 
by the authority of this state.

IO.—In the Schley 
court of inquiry Lieutenant Mark L.

Secretary Longs Order. 
During Commander Potts’ examina­ 
tion Mr. Hay nor secured permission 
from the court to introduce as evi­ 
dence the order of Secretary Long to 
Admiral Sampson, dated April ti, in 
which he was admonished against the 
exposure of the American vessels to 
the fire of strongly fortified ports. 
The paragraph in that order which he 
especially wished to have considered 
reads ai follows: 
"The department does not wish tho 
vessels of your squadron to bo ex­ 
posed to the fire of th*- batteries at 
Havana, Santiago d*- Cuba or other 
strongly fortified ports in Cuba, un­ 
less the more formidable Spanish ves­
